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All-weather course 
part of £500m plan

PLANS for a new all-weather 
racecourse in Newmarket 
were unveiled yesterday as 
part of a 10-year £500 million 
investment by The Jockey 
Club. 

The plans are subject to 
the redevelopment at Kemp¬ 
ton Park racecourse in south¬ 
west London - which “could 
be demolished for housing 
by 2021.” 

The proposed track in 
Newmarket would be located 
at The Links, land owned by 
The Jockey Club. 

Cllr Amy Starkey, manag¬ 
ing director of Newmarket 
Racecourse, told the News: 
“The overall project is very 
exciting for Newmarket. 

“The potential project 
strengthens the overall offer 
of Newmarket, because we 
will be racing on the Rowley 
Mile in spring and autumn, 


the July Course in the sum¬ 
mer, and the new racecourse 
predominantly during the 
winter months. 

“Newmarket trains 40 per 
cent of UK Flat horses, and is 
the world’s largest and most 
successful training venue. A 
third racecourse further em¬ 
beds the history and heritage 
of both the racing and train¬ 
ing offered here. 

“The Jockey Club exists 
for the good for British rac¬ 
ing and this plans sees half 
a billion pounds investment 
in our sport, which is hugely 
positive.” 

If planning permission is 
successful, more than 3,000 
homes could be built on the 
site at Sunbury, in the hope 
that it could raise a mini¬ 
mum of £100 million. 

The site in Newmarket will 
need the approval of Forest 
Heath District Council. 

Kempton Park’s fixtures 
will be moved to Sandown 
Park in Esher, including the

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King George VI Chase. 

The proposed Newmarket 
racecourse, which will have 
a new floodlit artificial track, 
would take all of Kempton 
Park’s Flat races. 

John Gosden OBE, a race¬ 
horse trainer in Newmar¬ 
ket, said: “The investment 
here would be very good, no 
doubt about that. It would be 
a good facility to race horses 
all year round. It also means 
we wouldn’t have to travel a 
long way to get to the M25.” 

Roger Weatherby, senior 
steward of the Jockey Club, 
said: “The Jockey Club is gov¬ 
erned by Royal Charter to 
act for the long-term good of 
British racing. 

“One of the ways we want 
to live up to that is through 
a series of projects that of¬ 
fer benefits all around the 


country and collectively add 
up to us contributing more 
than half a billion pounds to 
the sport over the next dec¬ 
ade from its grassroots to top 
level. 

“We must show leadership 
with the assets we have and, 
where merited, take tough 
decisions to help our sport to 
keep moving forwards. The 
decision to submit our estate 


at Kempton Park for con¬ 
sideration in the Local Plan 
is unique and has not been 
taken lightly. 

“We plan to transform San¬ 
down Park’s facilities, utilise 
the latest advances in track 
technology and help bring a 
focus on it as London’s pre¬ 
mier dual-code racecourse 
right on the doorstep of mil¬ 
lions of people, unlocking 


what we see as its great po¬ 
tential. 

He added: “A new purpose- 
built all-weather course on 
The Links in Newmarket to 
replace that at Kempton Park 
would be ideal for the thou¬ 
sands of horses trained at the 
home of racing and beyond, 
as well as shortening the 
working day for racing’s peo¬ 
ple there.”

RESIDENTS and business¬ 
es are being urged to have 
their say on Forest Heath 
District Council’s draft Lo¬ 
cal Plan. 

People are being asked 
to see if the plans are “legal 
and sound” before Forest 
Heath submits them to the 
Government in March. 

The plans would see 
the council take over the 
growth of the area, includ¬ 
ing proposals for more than 
6,800 homes over the next 
14 years. 

Newmarket 

Newmarket is considered 
by Forest Heath as its larg¬ 
est settlement in the dis¬ 
trict. 

There are 321 dwellings 
allocated in the plan. 

Opportunities for growth 
are restricted by environ¬ 
mental constraints, the ge¬ 
ography, history and econ¬ 
omy of the town. 

Hatchfield Farm is not in¬ 
cluded because of the Sec¬ 
retary of State’s refusal. 

There would be improve¬ 
ment to existing green 
spaces, including new links 
to the Yellow Brick Road 
blue/green corridor. 

There would be an expan¬ 
sion of additional primary 
school places. 

There would also be an 
expansion and possible re¬ 
location of GP practices. 

Six residential sites have 
been identified for the allo¬ 
cation of new homes: 

■ Brickfield Stud, Exning 
Road, 87 dwellings. 

■ Land at Black Bear Lane 
and Rowley Drive, which 
includes the Queensbury 
Lodge Stables, former 
swimming pool, the White 
Lion public house and Fitz- 
roy Paddocks. It would have 
a mixed use, yet to be con¬ 
firmed. 

■ Land at Phillips Close and 
grassland south-west Lead¬ 
ers Way/Sefton Way, which 
would include approxi¬ 
mately 117 dwellings. 

■ The former St Felix Mid¬ 
dle School Site would in¬ 
clude 50 dwellings. 

■ The land adjacent to Jim 
Joel Court would include 21

dwellings. 

■ Land at 146A High Street, 
46 dwellings. 

A new employment site 
would be located at St 
Leger, 1.6 hectares. 

The former gasworks site 
on Exning Road, has been 
permitted but not yet been 
implemented. 

This site is pencilled in as 
a Morrison’s supermarket. 
Mildenhall 

There are 1,412 dwellings 
proposed for up to 2031. 

The future use of RAF 
Mildenhall will be consid¬ 
ered during a Local Plan re¬ 
view in 2018. 

Improvements are 

planned for the Fiveways 
roundabout to the east of 
the town. 

New national greenspace, 
possibly a country park, 
might be created as an al¬ 
ternative to Breckland SPA. 

Focus of growth will be 
on: 

■ Land west of Mildenhall, 
including 1,300 dwellings 
and the Mildenhall hub, 
which is a project that in¬ 
cludes a local centre, five 
hectares of employment 
land, schools, leisure facili¬ 
ties and public services. 
Natural greenspace of at 
least 10 hectares would be 
provided. 

■ Land at 54 Kingsway, in¬ 
cluding 23 dwellings (part 
of the site which recently 
acquired planning permis¬ 
sion for five units).

■ District Council Offices, 
College Heath Road, which 
has a capacity for approxi¬ 
mately 89 dwellings. 

■ Employment land at 
Mildenhall Academy and 
Dome Leisure Centre’s 
former site in Mildenhall, 
which has four acres of 
land. 

Other sites include Bran¬ 
don, Lakenheath, Red Lodge, 
Beck Row, Exning, Kentford, 
West Row and secondary vil¬ 
lages.

Welcome 
for health 
initiative 

WEST Suffolk’s MP Mat¬ 
thew Hancock has wel¬ 
comed new measures to 
support young people’s 
mental health. 

Mr Hancock believes 
more focus on mental 
health services in West Suf¬ 
folk will ensure that young 
people receive “the treat¬ 
ment they deserve”. 

This comes after Prime 
Minister Theresa May re¬ 
vealed Government plans 
on Monday, to transform 
mental health support ser¬ 
vices in the country. 

Mr Hancock said: “For 
too long there hasn’t been 
enough focus on mental 
healthcare in this country, 
it has been a hidden injus¬ 
tice and surrounded by un¬ 
acceptable stigma, leaving 
many to suffer in silence. 
Changing this goes right to 
the heart of shared values 
and making sure we live in 
a country where everyone 
is supported. 

“These new propos¬ 
als will ensure children 
and young people in West 
Suffolk receive the com¬ 
passion, care and the 
treatment they deserve. 
Mental healthcare will be 
improved in schools, work¬ 
places and universities and 
those suffering from men¬ 
tal illness will be able to ac¬ 
cess the right care for their 
needs, whilst we tackle 
the injustices people with 
mental health problems 
face.” 

Last month, the News 
reported that Suffolk 
County Council only spent 
£40,000 of its £28 million 
public health budget on 
mental health initiatives in 
2015/16. 

Mental health char¬ 
ity Mind said the current 
spend from local authori¬ 
ties was “negligible”.

"The closure of the RAF 
Mildenhall base in around 
six years' time is going to 
change the shape and feel of 
the town. 

"People have said why not 
just wait until the closure 
and then use their facilities? 
It isn't that simple. 


"The town needs a new 
bigger and better school 
site now which the hub 
will deliver in partnership 
with Mildenhall College 
Academy." 

He added that without the 
hub, the town's swimming 
pool will have to close, the 
town will have an old council 
building that is no longer fit 
for purpose, and would still 
need to invest "millions of 
pounds" into old buildings 
just to keep them open. 

Mr Waters said: "I would 
urge residents to take part 
in this pre-application 
consultation. This is not 
about whether we should or 
shouldn't have a hub, it is 
about making sure it works".

Cambridgeshire police 
said Mr Clements was trav¬ 
elling in a wheelchair close 
to the road at 2.25pm when 
he was involved in a colli¬ 
sion with a silver Peugeot 
Partner. 

He was treated at the 
scene before being taken to 
hospital by air ambulance 
with head injuries that were

Woman ‘part of 
plan to have her 
ex-boyfriend shot’ 


COURT REPORTER 


THE daughter of a wealthy 
businessman hatched a plan 
with him to have her former 
boyfriend murdered in “a 
careful and meticulous as¬ 
sassination”, a court heard. 

Rebecca Deferia, 30, of Red 
Lodge, allegedly arranged 
with her father for three 
hitmen to shoot Jonathan 
Catchpole, 38, at his home 
in return for a payment of at 
least £12,500. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
heard last week how one of 
the gang shouted, “Rebecca 
wants you dead” just before 
Mr Catchpole was blasted 
in the chest with a sawn-off 
shotgun. 

He was left for dead after 
being shot at point blank 
range, but survived the at¬ 
tack on August 4, 2015, at his 
flat in Bury St Edmunds. 

Prosecutor Andrew Jack- 
son said it was “the final act 
of an elaborate conspiracy 
or plan to murder Mr Catch¬ 
pole” which was hatched by 
Deferia, her father and the 
hitmen. 

He said that her father 
Colin Deferia was a wealthy 
and successful businessman 
with his own construction 
firm and his daughter was an 
only child who “appeared to 
want for nothing”. 

The court was told how 
she had been in a long run¬ 
ning dispute with her former 
partner and was tied to the 
murder plot by evidence of 
phone calls on pay-as-you 
-go mobile phones. 

Mr Jackson said there was 
also evidence that Deferia, 
who worked in the accounts 
department at her father’s 
firm, had organised an ear¬ 
lier attack on Mr Catchpole’s 
car when its brake lines were 
severed. 

He also alleged that she 
had targeted Mr Catchpole’s 
relatives in a campaign of 
threats and intimidation 
after hiring a private detec¬ 
tive with her father to spy on 
them. 

Deferia denies a charge 
of conspiracy to murder Mr 
Catchpole between August 
2014 and the day he was 
shot. 

The jury of eight women 
and four men was told how 
her 60-year-old father was 
found guilty of the same 
charge last October. 

Mr Jackson said the pros¬ 
ecution alleged that Deferia 
and her father had arranged 
for a relative’s partner, Paul 


Baker, 35, to have Mr Catch¬ 
pole killed. 

Baker in turn arranged for 
Andrew Seaton, 40, Simon 
Webber, 32, and Frank War¬ 
ren, 52, to carry out the “ex¬ 
ecution” to distance himself 
from the plot. 

The four men who were 
due to be paid “several thou¬ 
sand pounds in cash” have 
all previously been convict¬ 
ed of conspiracy to murder. 

Mr Jackson said that Sea¬ 
ton, Webber and Warren had 
travelled from their homes 
in Dorset to attack Mr Catch¬ 
pole at his flat. 

He said: “Mr Catchpole 
was on his own and no 
match for these three would 
be killers. Before the trig¬ 
ger was pulled, one of the 
three men shouted, ‘Rebecca 
wants you dead’. 

“Mr Catchpole was then 
shot and having shot him, 
the three men left him for 
dead. 

“Mercifully, although he 
sustained a terrible shotgun 
wound, Mr Catchpole sur¬ 
vived that assassination at¬ 
tempt.” 

The gunmen escaped in 
a stolen car which they set 
on fire in a nearby isolated 
country lane with the shot¬ 
gun in it in a bid to destroy 
evidence before returning 
to Dorset in Mr Seaton’s car, 
added Mr Jackson. 

Within minutes of the 
shooting Mr Seaton made 
a phone call to Mr Baker to 
report they had “carried out 
the contract”, he said. 

The court was told that De¬ 
feria had ended her five -year 
relationship with Catchpole 
on June 2013. 

She then changed the 
locks on the home they 
shared in Bury St Edmunds, 
preventing him from picking 
up his clothing and posses¬ 
sions, said Mr Jackson 

Shortly after the couple 
split, Deferia and her father 
went to the Neptune Kitch¬ 
ens showroom in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds where Mr Catchpole 
worked. 

Deferia then went inside 
to speak to her former part¬ 
ner before she and her father 
emptied bin bags in the car 
park containing Mr Catch¬ 
pole’s clothes and shoes 
which had been cut with 
scissors or a knife, said Mr 
Jackson. 

Her father allegedly shout¬ 
ed: “I am going to have you 
Catchpole, you better watch 
your back. I am going to rip 
your head off.” 

Deferia and her father 


hired a private detective 
called Barry Parker to car¬ 
ry out surveillance on Mr 
Catchpole and gather infor¬ 
mation about him and his 
relatives, said Mr Jackson. 

He described Mr Parker’s 
investigation as “thorough 
and highly intrusive” and 
involved putting a tracking 
device on his car to monitor 
his movements. 

Mr Jackson added: “It tells 
you that this defendant was 
absolutely determined to 
find any information to fur¬ 
ther her aims and ambitions 
in having him killed.” 

But he said that Mr Parker 
had failed to unearth “any¬ 
thing remotely untoward” 
about Mr Catchpole and his 
lifestyle. 

Mr Catchpole who went 
to live with his sister in Col¬ 
chester, Essex, later found 
the tyres on his car slashed in 
August 2014 after he parked 
it in a place where Defe¬ 
ria knew he was going to be, 
said Mr Jackson 

He added that Deferia had 
used a fake Twitter account 
set up by her father to follow 
Mr Catchpole’s sister Sarah 
Spinks account on social 
media. 

The fake account was used 
to post a message to Mrs 
Spinks in July 2014, remark¬ 
ing about the death of her 
first husband 13 years previ¬ 
ously. 

Mr Jackson said the tweet 
left Mrs Spinks distressed 
and was an attempt to in¬ 
timidate her. 

Mrs Spinks who sympa¬ 
thised with her brother af¬ 
ter his split from Deferia re¬ 
ceived an anonymous note 
posted through her door in 
Colchester, saying: “This is 
your last chance. You know 
what you have done. Shut 
your mouth or see what hap¬ 
pens.” 

Mr Jackson said that a pay- 
as-you-go phone, registered 
by Deferia as belonging to 
her on her iPhone, had been 
used to make calls to po¬ 
lice falsely alleging that Mr 
Catchpole was a drug dealer 
being targeted by men with 
firearms 

He described it as “a false 
trail” to try and convince 
police that Mr Catchpole’s 
murder was due to a drugs 
vendetta. 

The trial continues.

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Homes for those 
working in town 

IN his letter published on December 
21, Mr Isaacson queried how people 
who objected to 400 homes at 
Hatchfield Farm could support 145 
homes on Hamilton Road. Hopefully I 
can explain. 

These homes are explicitly for local 
racing staff, who need to live close to 
their work. Nobody believes that any 
but a very few houses at Hatchfield 
Farm would be occupied by people 
who actually work in Newmarket, 
rather it would be a dormitory 
development for Cambridge. 

The land in question on Hamilton 
Road has been allocated for residential 
development since 1995. It is the 
demand for housing in Newmarket 
from those who work in Cambridge 
that makes it critical now. 

While it is accepted that the 
development will produce some 
additional traffic, many of its 
occupants will walk or cycle to work. 
Those that do drive will be driving 
to work before horses and rush-hour 
traffic are about. Also, because they 
work with horses this means that they 
understand how to behave around 
horses. Furthermore, any traffic impact 
will be properly mitigated - the same 
could not be said for Hatchfield Farm. 

The houses will continue to be 
owned and let by Jockey Club Estates, 
and will therefore remain available 
to people who need them, people 
who work in Newmarket, shop in 
Newmarket, contribute to the local 
economy and help make Newmarket 
a unique and special place.

Slop hiding in 
the long grass 

IT is proving to be a fascinating 
journey trying to unearth a few 
facts about the full availability of 
potential new house-building land in 
Newmarket - and West Suffolk more 
generally - especially that owned, or 
about to be owned, by Barley Homes 
(Group ) Ltd, the tri-council-owned 
housing development firm established 
last March by St Edmundsbury 
District Council (25% shareholding), 
Forest Heath District Council (25% 
shareholding) and Suffolk County 
Council (50% shareholding). 

Consisting of three local 
government officers and a company 
director, and based in Ipswich, 

Barley Homes has been set up Tor 
the purpose of developing housing 
for sale and private rent... in line 
with the councils' existing planning 
policies,' according to their own 
document, which further states that it 
'will provide a revenue income to all 
councils.' 

All this is being overseen, on behalf 
of you, the local council-tax paying 
public, by four Conservative district 
councillors - two each from Forest 
Heath and St Edmundsbury. 

I was surprised to come across 
the name of Barley Homes without 
having known anything further about 
it - as I expect is the case with many 
reading this - especially as the entity 
has been in existence for almost a 
year now. Being all-too-aware of the 


on-going housing fiasco endemic in 
Newmarket, I was interested to know 
if Barley Homes was about to develop 
any historically council-owned land, 
or purchase any new building land, 
in Newmarket itself, perhaps to 
circumnavigate the endless round of 
planning stonewalling by the usual 
suspects. But they're not letting on! 

Despite being 100% owned by you, 
the council taxpayer, and presumably 
already having spent some of your 
money on who knows what? - they 
won't play ball, citing 'business 
confidentiality' as an excuse! 

But they aren't 'a business', they're 
a public authority entity and must 
therefore publicly account for every 
penny they spend of your money! 

And whilst I'm delighted to learn that 
councils are again going to be building 
thousands of much-needed new

Brave mother 
runs gauntlet 
of flames with 
her baby son 


A BRAVE mother ran 
through a fire to save her 
baby’s life after a suspected 
arson attack on a block of 
flats. 

Vicky Drinkwater, 29, was 
woken by a fire alarm at 
around lam on New Year’s 
Eve to find flames outside 
her front door in Bill Ricka- 
by Drive, Newmarket. 

She had to open a fire door 
before clutching 11-month- 
old son fakob to her chest as 
she ran through the flames. 

“It was a nightmare,” she 
said. 

“The last fire alarm we 
had was caused by an elec¬ 
trical malfunction. So when 
I heard the fire alarm I 
thought it was fine, until I 
saw a fire outside my front 
door. 

“I could have gone out of 
the window, but I don’t sup¬ 
pose I could have done that 
with a small baby. 

“So I took my baby, cov¬ 
ered him up with a blanket 
and went through my front 
door. Then I got trapped 
for about a minute because 
I couldn’t find the release 
button for the fire door with

all the black smoke.” 

Ms Drinkwater said the 
door should have released 
itself, but it didn’t. Even af¬ 
ter she found the button, 
her way was then blocked 
by flames. 

“I ran through the fire 
to the main door. It was so 
dark and hot. All my hair 
got singed, and my dressing 
gown. I kept my baby really 
tight to my chest. 

“I was really shaken up 
when I got out there. Friends 
from the flat took the baby 
off me. 

“All of my hair was falling 
out. My hands and face were 
black. I was so upset and 
frightened.” 

Other residents of the 
building had to be evacu¬ 
ated, including neighbour 
Lisa Bland. 

The 35-year-old said: “We 
tried to knock for the lady 
who had a baby - it turned 
out she couldn’t get out of 
the window with her baby. 

“They have no fire es¬ 


cape down that side, so she 
battled past the fire to get 
through. 

“I don’t know how she 
managed it - mother’s in¬ 
stinct, I suppose”. 

She said someone had 
dumped items in the stair¬ 
well and those had been set 
alight. 

“It’s like walking into a war 
zone at the moment,” she 
added. 

“Everyone looked out for 
each other, but I don’t want 
to live there anymore.” 

Suffolk police confirmed 
an investigation into the fire 
was ongoing. 

A Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
service spokesman told the 
News : “The time of call was 
1.07am, and by 1.47am we 
stopped the fire. 

“The fire was on the 
ground floor. All persons 
were out of the building by 
that point. 

“Three vehicles attended. 
We also had ambulance and 
police services at the scene.” 

A 45-year-old man from 
Newmarket has been arrest¬ 
ed and bailed until February 
20 .

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Missing airman Come 
set to become a father

MISSING RAF service¬ 
man Corrie McKeague is 
due to become a father, 
according to his girlfriend. 

Corrie has been missing since 
last September after a night out 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

April Oliver, 21, from Norfolk, 
right, discovered that she was 
pregnant with Corrie’s child two 
weeks after he vanished. 

“Eve had to make a massive 
decision by myself,” Ms Oliver 
told the BBC. 

“I was hoping and praying 
that he’d come back so we could 
make the decision together.” 

April had been in a relation¬ 
ship with Corrie for five months 
before his disappearance. 

She met the serviceman on a 
dating site and was on holiday in 
America when Corrie went miss¬ 
ing. But she returned as soon as 
she heard the news that he had 
disappeared. 

“I was concerned. I knew it 
was out of character,” she said. 

“I was quite worried. He’s just 
the sweetest and most outgoing 
person I’ve ever known. 



“There is nothing I would 
love more than for him to walk 
through the door and say T’m 
back’.” 

Sheaddedthatsheneededtotell 
the whole of the UK that she was 
pregnant to focus on looking af¬ 
ter herself and her baby without 


intrusion. 

“Most people only tell their 
close friends but I’m faced with a 
decision where I need to tell near 
enough the whole UK. 

“It’s hard and it’s going to add 
another level of stress I don’t re¬ 
ally need but it’s something that 
has to be done.” 

April said that both she and 
Corrie were in the early stages 
of their relationship when he 
vanished but they had discussed 
having children. 

Corrie’s mother Nicola Urqu- 
hart, who has constantly led the 
campaign to find her son, said 
she had accompanied April to 
her scans. 

Nicola said: “It’s incredibly dif¬ 
ficult at the moment to balance 
my head, from the excitement of 
a new baby to what we are trying 
to focus on now, which is trying 
to find Corrie.” 

Meanwhile, it has been re¬ 
ported that a private investigator 
has been hired in the search for 
Corrie. 

The news follows a JustGiv- 
ing page which was set up after 
Nicola said that she had lost faith 
in Suffolk police. 

She claimed that the police 
had “absolutely destroyed” her 


belief that they can find Corrie. 

The fundraising page raised 
£51,000 in just a few weeks, and 
the total now stands at £53,100. 

Corrie’s uncle, Tony Wringe, 
told the press that experts from 
McKenzie Intelligence Services 
(MIS) would be working on the 
case. 

Corrie has been missing since 
3.25am on September 24 after a 
night out in Bury St Edmunds. 
His phone was traced to Barton 
Mills, but has not been found. 

Last week, Nicola broke down 
on national television as she 
spoke of her desperation to 
find her son. Appearing on This 
Morning, she pleaded for help 
to find him. Speaking to Philip 
Schofield and Davina McCall on 
the ITV daytime show, she ad¬ 
mitted the longer he’s missing, 
the less possibility there is of him 
being found. 

Choking up, Nicola said: “I 
realise as each day goes by the 
chances of him being alive are 
slim but without someone say¬ 
ing he isn’t, I’m not giving up.” 

A second public search for 
Corrie will take place on janu- 
ary 22. More than 60 volunteers 
joined in the first on December 
17.

Green light for 
new warehouse 


PLANS for a warehouse in 
Newmarket have been ap¬ 
proved by Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council, despite strong 
objections from residents. 

Case officer Gary Hancox 
said the warehouse would 
offer a ‘significant’ number 
of jobs but there had been 
60 written objections from 
residents. 

Cl Industries Ltd had ap¬ 
plied for a single storey 
warehouse on Units 9 to 11, 
St Leger Drive. 

But Cllr Andy Drummond, 
Mayor of Newmarket, who 
appealed against the plans 
on behalf of the town coun¬ 
cil, said: “It’s a shame. And 
it’s a shame that some New¬ 
market Town councillors 
supported it. 

“You can see from the 
council’s point of view that it 
represents employment, but 
something else would have 
represented employment.” 

Gail Spoore, a resident 
of Studlands Park Avenue, 
who had been fighting the 
application for two years, 
said: “I’m horrified. How can 
we get people to care about

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their estate when the coun¬ 
cils don’t care about their 
estate? It’s effectively a wall 
isn’t it? The Berlin Wall.” 

Residents had complained 
that the proposed building 
was an “ugly monstrosity” 
due to its height. 

The plans were re-submit¬ 
ted after being rejected twice 
by the district council. 

They were also rejected by 
an inspector from the Secre¬ 
tary of State for communities 
and local government. 

Cl Industries Ltd re-sub- 
mitted an amended appli¬ 
cation last November and 
split the warehouse into two 
units. 

At the council meeting last 
Wednesday, Cllr Simon Cole 
said: “What’s been done is 
definitely an improvement, 
they’ve taken an absolutely 
massive, massive, massive 
building and turned it into 
two massive buildings.” 

The first unit was reduced 
to 8.25m in height at its 


eaves, and 11m at its ridge, 
and the second unit was re¬ 
duced to 7.5m and 10.9m re¬ 
spectively. The finished floor 
level would be lower than 
the adjoining road level. 

District Cllr Chris Bark¬ 
er, from Newmarket Town 
Council, who voted for the 
proposal, said: “The main 
reason we [previously re¬ 
jected the proposal] was that 
three houses would be over¬ 
looked. 

“By breaking it up into two 
parts, the houses will be in 
the gap in the middle. It’s 
an industrial estate. It’s your 
prerogative whether you buy 
a house there or not.” 

Mr Hancox said in his re¬ 
port the amended scheme 
was more appropriate for 
the site, both in terms of the 
shared industrial estate and 
residential estate character 
of the area. 

Cl Industries Ltd refused 
to comment.

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Rare winter visitor causes a flutter 


A BAND of bird watchers 
flocked to Newmarket to 
photograph a very rare bird. 

Initially, the bird at the 
Studlands Social Club car 
park was thought to be a 
western Orphean warbler, 
with only half a dozen 
previous recorded sightings 
in the UK. 

But it was found to be a 
lesser whitethroat, which is 
still a "significant sighting", 
as it's supposed to be rare 


during winter. 

Josh Jones, news manager 
for Bird Guides, said: 

"The bird has now been 
reidentified as a lesser 
whitethroat. It's still a 
significant record. It's rare in 
winter, and they're usually 
thought to be of eastern 
origin. This bird may well 
have come from Siberia 
rather than be an advert for 
the summer." 

The lesser whitethroat is 


described as a common and 
widespread warbler, which 
breeds in temperate Europe, 
except the southwest, and in 
western and central Asia. 

The bird typically winters 
in Africa just south of the 
Sahara, Arabia and India. 

Mr Jones added: "Even 
with it being identified, it 
will still have a fairly small 
trickle of visitors. It's quite 
an unusual thing to see in the 
winter."

Council chief in 
bid to be mayor

THE leader of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
James Palmer, has put his 
name forward to become 
the first mayor of the new 
devolved Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough authority. 

In an open letter he 
stressed his suitability for 
the role, not just as a politi¬ 
cian, but as a businessman 
on the ground who sees the 
daily challenges employers 
and employees face. 

If given the top job he said 
he would represent Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough ‘robustly’ at Westmin¬ 
ster. 

Conservative Cllr Palmer, 
46, who lives in Soham, 
added: “I am not just an¬ 
other politician with no un¬ 
derstanding of what makes 
Cambridgeshire and Pe¬ 
terborough tick. But, hav¬ 
ing been a county and dis¬ 
trict councillor for nearly 
a decade, and leader at 


East Cambs for almost four 
years, I also understand 
the process of local govern¬ 
ment. 

“I have a family and am 
all too aware of the difficul¬ 
ties young people are con¬ 
fronted with today affording 
university education and 
getting a foot on the hous¬ 
ing ladder. 

“And I live here. I use the 
roads and the trains ... I 
have the network of con¬ 
tacts - MPs, business peo¬ 
ple, investors - at my finger¬ 
tips to unlock funding and 
achieve projects that really 
matter to people’s everyday 
lives.” 

He joins South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Conservative 
MP Heidi Allen and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil leader Steve Count, who 
also announced their bids 
last month to become may¬ 
or of the new £800 million 
combined authority, which 
all seven councils in the re¬ 
gion voted for last Novem¬ 
ber. 

Mrs Allen, who would 


combine the role with being 
an MP, said: “As the West¬ 
minster representative for 
one of the highest growth ar¬ 
eas in the devolution region, 
and being someone who has 
direct access to ministers 
and decision makers, I be¬ 
lieve I am uniquely placed 
to fill the mayoral role.” 

Mr Count said if he was 
given the top job he would 
“try to use negotiating skills, 
logic and powers of persua¬ 
sion in order to gain con¬ 
sensual decisions”. 

The Conservatives, who 
are expected to announce 
the candidate they are put¬ 
ting forward for the May 
election soon, are in the 
running against Cambridge 
City deputy Labour leader 
Kevin Price, entrepreneur 
Peter Dawe and Peterbor¬ 
ough Cllr Ed Murphy.

T HE antiques industry has 
undergone a bidding and 
buying revolution and it's all 
down to the internet. 

Dealers are increasingly 
closing their bricks and mortar high 
street locations to open virtual shops. 

Similarly, auctioneers now post 
their sales online, enabling clients to 
bid without leaving their homes. 

In both cases, multiple high quality 
images and scholarly descriptions of 
objects for sale are enough to entice 
buyers from around the world. 

One regional auctioneer I talked to 
this week said as much as 80% of 
what he sold in 2016 was purchased 
by online bidders. 

Chris Ewbank was speaking after 
one of the most spectacular 
illustrations of the phenomenon: a 
Polynesian necklace that its owner 
had intended to take to a local car 
boot sale, which sold for £99,000. 

The auctioneer's highest-priced 
object of the year, it was purchased in 
December by an internet buyer from 
Paris against competition from 
another internet bidder in Australia. 

Turns out it was a rare late 18th 
century necklace made of sperm 
whale bone connected by entwined 
human hair. Prior to his change of 
heart, its owner was thinking of 
selling it for £15. 

The big London salerooms have 
followed suit with online sales but 
the international reach the internet 
provides means more fine and 
important antiques are being offered 
by their owners in UK regional 
salerooms, without the higher 
costs of selling in the capital. 

With salerooms in North and 
South Wales, it was only fitting 
that Rogers Jones Co of Colwyn 
Bay and Cardiff were asked to 
sell a rare and early Wales 
International rugby shirt last 
year. 

It was worn by Will Joseph in 
the team's famous defeat of the 
New Zealand "Originals" in the 
1905 test at Cardiff Arms Park, 
one of the most famous of 
pre-war rugby games, which Wales 
controversially won 3-0. 

A try claimed by winger Bob Deans 
was not awarded. 

It was the only defeat in 35 games 
for the formidable touring side and 
the first time they were referred to as 
the "All Blacks'! 

Joseph, a Swansea resident and 
Swansea RFC player was capped for 
Wales 16 times. The 
shirt sold for £19,000. 

The same 

auctioneers sold the 
jersey worn by the 
New Zealand side's 
captain, Dave 
Gallaher, in October 
2015 for £180,000. 

In 1999, the 
Professional 
Footballers' 

Association paid a 
then record £1.9m at 
Sotheby's for "Going 
To The Match" L S 
Lowry's depiction of stick figure fans 
on their way to watch Bolton 
Wanderers play at Burnden Park. It 
can now be seen in The Lowry gallery 
in Salford Quays, Manchester. 

In 2002,1 watched a signed 
lithograph of the same 1928 painting 
from a limited edition of 300 sell for 
£5,700, then a record. 


In July 2015, North Yorkshire 
auctioneers Tennants set a new 
record for the print at £20,000, 
prompting conjecture about whether 
the trend would continue. 

They soon had the answer, 
breaking their own record with 
another from the same limited 
edition, which sold in 2016 for 
£22,000. Where next, I wonder? 

Gambles are often 
taken in the 
saleroom, such as 
when a buyer threw 
caution to the wind 
last year and bid on a 
portrait of a man 
wearing a red military 
jacket, which 
auctioneers Warren & 
Wignall in Leyland, 
Lancashire, dated to 
around 1720. 

The oil on canvas, 
in what looks to be an 
original frame, had 
no provenance other than the fact 
that it was sold by an elderly lady in 
whose family it had been for as long 
as she could remember. 

Both buyer and underbidder 
thought it could be a work by the 
great portraitist Thomas 
Gainsborough (1727-1788). 

The latter dropped out at £14,000, 


1860 and subsequently developed a 
radium-based enamel, patented in 
1935, that gave luminosity to military 
watches and other precision 
instruments in any light. 

The Rolex Panerai 3646 was the 
first underwater watch, made 
originally for use by submariners 
with the Italian and German navies. 

Production started in 1938 until the 
1950s and it is believed only around 
600 were ever made. 

The watches were powered by a 
Rolex movement and were water 
resistant up to 100 metres. 

Purchased for a proverbial tenner 
and discovered in a drawer by the 
vendor who was clearing the 
contents of his late father's home, it 
sold for £46,000 to a German 
telephone bidder at Wright Marshall 


bats, both symbols representing 
joy. 

Macclesfield auctioneer Adam 
Partridge (of BBC Flog It! fame) 
was swamped with emails when 
he offered a "highly important 
collection" of ephemeral items 
relating to Edward William Peter 
Barrows, a 1st Class saloon 
steward on the Titanic. 

Londoner Barrows went to sea 
at an early age and signed on to 
the crew of the fateful White Star 
liner at Southampton on April 9, 
1912, one of 322 stewards on 
board. Around 60 survived the 
sinking on April 14. 

The family archive included 
historic documents, letters, a 
photograph, scarce 
contemporary newspapers and 
magazines covering the disaster 
and poignant telegrams to his 
mother signed by Bruce Ismay, 
White Star chairman and 
managing director. 

One read "No news yet," with 
another saying "Regret William 
Barrows not reported saved" 

One letter talked of a postal order 
for £3, while others gave details of 
compensation amounting to £150. 

Barrows' body was not recovered. 
The archive sold in June 2016 for 
£ 10 , 000 . 

Perhaps the unique regional 
auction last year, however, was the 
sale of medieval and ancient carved 
stone from Canterbury Cathedral, 
removed and replaced in the £2.5m 
restoration of the building's Great 
South Window. 

The 144 pieces sold for a total of 
£210,000 for cathedral restoration 
funds. A US bidder from New 
Hampshire bought 16 pieces of 
window mullions; another went to 
Los Angeles and four transom heads 
went to Mumbai, all the buyers 
bidding live on the internet. 


quite a stake, but 
will it reappear in 
2017 with a new 
attribution? 

Mitchells of 
Cockermouth 
celebrated a new house record with 
the sale in September of a splendid 
painting by the celebrated maritime 
artist Robert Salmon (1775-1858). 

Titled 'The Frigate William Fell Off 
Greenock! it was dated 1814 and was 
found in a house in Whitehaven, the 
port on the east coast where the artist 
was born. 

He emigrated to America in 1820 
where he found fame and fortune 
painting Boston seascapes. 

Auctioneer Mark Wise thought it 
likely the painting had never left the 
artist's home town. It sold for £79,000 
against a conservative estimate of 
£5,000 to £8,000 and was purchased 
by an American collector who owns 
two other works by Salmon. 

Giovanni Panerai opened his 
watchmaker's shop in Florence in

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NET GAINS 


The internet has revolutionised the way we buy and sell antiques, 
and it's not only the big sales houses in the capital that benefit 


auctioneers in Knutsford, Cheshire. 

There were celebrations at Halls 
when a rare pair of 19th-century 
Chinese vases sold for £85,000, 
eclipsing their guide price and setting 
a house record for the Shrewsbury, 
Shropshire auctioneers. They were 
purchased by a Chinese bidder. 

Formerly in the collection of 
Cheshire-born Dr Wilfred Watkins- 
Pitchford (1868-1952) a noted 
bacteriologist and pioneer of medical 
research in South Africa, the vases 
had been purchased around 50 years 
ago when his estate was auctioned. 

Halls' Asian specialist Alexander 
Clement believed they were probably 
made as a wedding gift in the 
Daoguang period (1821-1850) and 
were decorated with flowers and

F ITNESS trackers are 

becoming increasingly 
popular. In fact, including 
Christmas sales, estimates 
suggest that a staggering 53 
million of the things were sold in 
2016. And it's not just adults who 
are getting in on the craze, more 
and more children are adding 
fitness trackers to their wish lists - 
and receiving them. 

So could these gadgets really help 
you and your kids get more active? 
The answer isn't quite as simple as 
'yes' or 'no! There is certainly 
reason to suggest that the novelty of 
tracking steps, heart rate, calories 
burned, and so on has an appeal to 
people of all ages. For children in 
particular it can create a sense of 
competition, turning fitness and 
exercise into a game. 

The high tech nature of the 
trackers and how they look are also 
appealing to kids. However, one of 
the key challenges with fitness 
trackers is howto ensure that once 
the novelty has worn off the habit is 
maintained. It's something that I've 
been working on for a few years now 
through our online health and 
wellness programme, actilife, and 
what we've found has recently been 
backed up by scientific research in 
the USA. 

The research, published by the 
American College of Sports 
Medicine’s Health and Fitness 
lournal, revealed that physical 
activity trackers are more likely to 
motivate people if their use is 
coupled with wellness coaching. 

This essentially means that 
alongside tracking your activity 
you are provided with advice and 
support. 

TECH ALONE IS NOT ENOUGH 

BUT what does this mean for you 
and your family? Well, it means 
that fitness trackers can be 
effective, but it's unlikely that - if 
left to their own devices - your 
family will become and stay active 
purely through using the trackers. 
Instead it will still require a more 
nroactive annroach.

You could even create some 
competition between family 
members to keep everyone 
motivated.

SET FITNESS GOALS 

ANOTHER tip that I would 
recommend is to introduce some 
form of incentive to help keep 
your family on track. 

For example perhaps you could 
award a star for hitting a daily 
goal and then give a small 'prize' 
for reaching a certain number of 
stars. This is another way to 
ensure that those daily tracked 
numbers continue to have 
meaning and reward for both you 
and your kids. 

All the new activities and 
changes to your routine are what 
really matters here. 

They are the things that will 
actually make a difference to your 
family's health. Where fitness 
trackers can help is that they 
show you the effectiveness of 
making small changes. 

The extra steps in your lunch 
break, or laps of the playground 
at break time, all add up on the 
tracker and seeing that can make 
an amazing difference to your 
motivation. 

Ultimately, you don't need 
fitness trackers to get your family 
fitness on track. But if you're 
lucky enough to have them then 
these tips should help you get the 
most from them and make sure 
they really make a difference.

THE liver is the organ that may have 
worked the hardest on your behalf over 
Christmas and New Year, meaning that 
January is a very good time to stop and 
think about the way you treat it. 

The largest internal organ in the 
human body, the liver has hundreds of 
important jobs to do. It removes toxins, 
including alcohol from the body, helps to 
fight infection and produces the bile that 
aids digestion. 

While people generally assume that 
alcohol is the biggest cause of liver 
damage, the organ can also be affected 
by hundreds of other health conditions, 
such as diabetes and cancer. 

Hepatitis is one of the most common 
causes of liver disease along with 
alcohol, which can lead to cirrhosis, or 
scarring of the liver. 

The liver is 
resilient and may 
be capable of 
regenerating itself 
so long as you don't 
treat it too badly, 
although the 
process can take 
some time. 

However, 

prolonged misuse of 
alcohol can result in 
serious and 
permanent liver 
damage. Consuming too many fatty, salty 
and sugary foods/drinks can also have a 
big impact on the health of your liver. 

Love Your Liver is a national awareness 
campaign from the British Liver Trust 
that traditionally runs throughout 
January and is aimed at encouraging us 
all to look after our livers. 

It's organised by The British Liver 
Trust, a national charity that funds 
medical research and provides vital 
support for those living with a liver 
condition. If you'd like to learn more 
about liver health you can head online to 
complete the Love Your Liver Health 
Screener survey - loveyourliver.org.uk 

The survey includes questions that will 
help you to identify whether you are at 
high risk of developing liver disease. 

It also includes questions about 
activities that can put you at risk of 
contracting hepatitis, including having 
piercings or tattoos done with potentially 
unsterile equipment, or aspects of drug 
use, such as sharing needles. 

Once completed, the health screener 
survey will make some recommendations 
about lifestyle changes that could help 
you to look after your liver. The simple 
steps that you can take include reducing 
your alcohol intake to within safe limits, 
modifying your diet and taking steps to 
protect yourself in circumstances that 
could leave you vulnerable to hepatitis. 

Speak to a GP or pharmacist if you are 
concerned about the health of your liver.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


d Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

d Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

d Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

d Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

d Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

d Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

d Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

1 WEEK TO GO: 


d Delivery address - change delivery address of 
your Cambridge News, milk, groceries and fuel 
to your new address as appropriate. 

d Laundry - do any last minute laundry that you 
can - have you arranged for a plumber to 
disconnect your washing machine correctly? 


d Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date. 
Also check that all jars and bottles are correctly 
sealed before packing. 

d Fridges / Freezers - empty and clean out in 
preparation for moving. If you are moving a 
freezer and its contents, turn it up to maximum 
for a couple of days before you move. 

d Valuables / documents - put these in safe 
place for moving day 


2-1 DAYS TO GO: 


d Packing - pack a bag for overnight essentials 
and toiletries and finish all remaining packing 
into boxes. Remember to label which room 
each box is destined for. 

d Snack box - pack a box for the kitchen to 
include essentials like tea, coffee and sugar, as 
well as the kettle and mugs! Also include other 
snacks as necessary. 

d Dismantle and disconnect - take down 
curtains, fixtures and fittings and disconnect 
white goods ready for transport. 

d Outdoor items - make sure that these are 
stacked together and ready to be moved. 

d Mobile - place your mobile on charge the night 
before moving and ensure that all relevant 
people have your number. 


ON MOVING DAY: 


AT YOUR OLD ADDRESS: 

d Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes, 
d Finish packing toiletries box. 

d Direct removal firm personnel or friends helping 
you move as to what needs to be done. 

d Turn off electric appliances, 
d Disconnect cooker, 
d Turn oft boiler / central heating, 
d Turn oft water, 
d Read gas meter, 
d Read electricity meter, 
d Secure all windows, 
d Lock all doors. 

d Make final checks and leave key as arranged 
with new owners.
